S.R.O. 266.— Tho following byc-lawe framed l>y the (’ajitonmeiit Board, 
Delhi, in exercise of Ihc powers conferred on if by clause (jf) of section 282 and 
section 283 of tho Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), for regulating the registra- 
tion of births and den lbs and tho taking of a census in the Delhi Cantonment, in 
supersCRBion of the notification of the Chief Commissioner of Delhi, No. 4492-Educ- 
ation, dated 8th Aug. 1 924, arc published for general information, tho same having 
been previously published, approved and confhmed hv the Central ’ Government as 
required by sub-section (7) of section 284 of the said Ad, namely : — 

BYE-LAWS FOR REODT ATING THE REGISTRATION OF BIRTHS AND 
DEATHS AND THE TAKING OF CENSUS IN THE DELHI CANTONMENT 

1 . The tie ad of tho family or the manager for the time being of every house- 
hold in which any birth or death occurs shall, within forty-eight hours after the 
event, report the same to the Executive Officer together with the particulars re- 
quired by bye-law 3 or 4, as tho ease may he. 

2. Every Military or Civil Medical Officer of Government and every private 
medical practitioner shall report to the Excoutive Officer within forty-eight hours 
after the oveut, the occurrence" of every birth or death within the oantonment o r 
which lie may boeome cognisaut in the exercise of his profession. 

3. The officer-iu-charge of every dispensary, hospital, jail or other similar 
institution, situated within cantonment limits shall report to the Executive Officer 
within forty-eight hours after tho event, the 'occurrence of every birth or death 
within the institution of which he is in. charge. 

4. The head or manager or the person in -charge of even,- club, hotel, orphanage, 
boarding house, mosque, temple or any^other such establishment situated within 
1 iio cantonment limits, shall report 1 o tho Exoout ive Officer within forty-eight hours 
after the ovont, (ho occurrence of every birth or death in any ~of the aforesaidfplaces 
under his'Aontrol. 

5. If a dead body is found exposed or in suspicious circumstances within 
the cantonment limits, the officer-in-ohargo of the police station within whose 
jurisdiction such body is found shuil report the fact to tho Executive Officer 
within forty-eight hours of his becoming aware of it, and shall send a written state- 
ment of tho ciroum stances in which death would appear to have been caused, to- 
gether with a certificate of a medical officer explaining the cause of t]io dentil, 
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6. Any person reporting a birth or death shall attest by his signature ov 
thumb mark the entry made in the register. 

7. On receipt of any such report as is mentioned in the foregoing bye-laws, 
the Executive Officer shall either himself, or through any person authorised by 
him in this behalf, register free of charge the birth or death in the appropriate 
register maintained for the purpose. 

8. All births and deaths which take place within the limits of the cantonment 
and are reported in oompliauc » with these bye-laws shall be registered at the office 
of the C m t oilmen t Board. 

9. The Executive Officer shall maintain, or cause to be maintained, by 
such official or officials, as may bo appointed by him for the purpose, separate 
registers for the registration of births and deaths : 

Provided that in the case of European British subjects and foreigners a sepa- 
rate register for births and deaths shall be maintained. 

10. The following particulars regarding every birth (which term 
shall include that of a still horn child) shall lu reported and entered in the register 
of births ; — 

(a) The date of the report ; 

(b) The date of the birth ; 

(e) The name of the child (if any) ; 

(d) The sex of the child ; 

(e) The name of the father ; 

(/) The caste or religion of the father ; 

( g ) The plaoe of residence of the father ; 

(h) The occupation or profession of the father ; 

(i) The name of the person making the report ; 

(j) The name of the mid-wife, if any, who attended the mother at the time 

of delivery ; 

(fc) The age of the mother at the time of birth ; 

(l) The serial number of the birth so far as the particular mother is concern 
ed : and 

(rri) Whether bom at house, or hospital or nursing home ? 

Provided that in the case of an illegitimate child, a note to that effect shall 
be made in the register and if the name of the father of such child is not known, 
or is in dispute, the name, caste or religion and the place of residence of the mother 
-'hall b* entered instead of such particulars in respect of the father. 

11. The following particular* regarding every death shall be reported and 
entered in the register of deaths : — 

(») The date of the report ; 

(h) The date of the death ; 

(c) The name of the deceased • 

(d) The name of the father or if the deceased was a married woman, of the 

husband of the deceased ; 

(e) The sex of the deceased 

(/) The age of the deceased , 

(g) The caste or religion of the deceased ; 

(/*) The plaoe of residence of the deceased ; 
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( i ) The occupation or profession of the deceased ; 

(j) The cause of death (disease, injury, old age etc.) ; 

(it) The name of the person making the report. 

12. Any person may inspect a register of births or deaths on payment of 
a fee of one rupee. 

13. Any person applying for a certified copy of an entrj in the birth or death 
register shall be furnished with such copy signed by the Executive Officer and 
sealed with the seal of the Cantonment Board on payment of such fee as may be 
prescribed by the Cantonment Board, in his behalf. 

14. No person shall wilfully destroy, alter, or mutilate, or cause to be dest- 
royed, altered or mutilated, any register of births or deaths, or shall wilfully in- 
sert or cause to be inserted, in any such register or certified copy thereof, any 
false entry with regard to any birth or death and no person entrusted with the 
maintenance of any such register shall, without reasonable cause, refuse or omit 
to enter in the appropriate register any birth or death reported to him. 

15. (1) Any clerical error which may, at any time, be discovered in any regis- 
ter of births or deaths may be corrected by the Executive Officer. 

(2) Any report of fact or substance in any register of births or deaths may be 

corrected by the Executive Officer by an entry in the margin, without any alter- 
ation of the original entry, upon production by the person requiring such correc- 
tion of a declaration on oath or solemn affirm- ■> C::; . f-.th the nature of the 
error and the true facts of the ease, ma;G b. g:-;i. '■ of the 1st class, by 

the person required to give information concerning the birth or death with refer- 
ence to which the error has been made or, in default of such person, by two credit- 
able persons having knowledge of the case, and certified by such magistrate to 
have been made in his presence. 

(3) Except as provided in clauses (1) and (2) no alteration shall be made in 
any of the registers. 

16. Whenever any census is undertaken by the Cantonment Board or by 
Government the owner or occupier or every building or any part thereof, 
within Cantonment limits, shall give all Cantonment Board or Government em- 
ployees free access to any building or any part thereof, as the case may be, and all 
reasonable facilities to carry out their work and shall also permit any such employee 
to make on the building or any part thereof such marks as t,he Executive Officef 
may direct. 

17. Whenever any census is undertaken by the Cantonment Board or by 
Government the occupier of every building or any part thereof, within the canton- 
ment limits, shall supply on demand to any officer or servant of the Cantonment 
Board or Government to the best of the knowledge and ability, any inforipation 
that may be required with regard to himself, and all other occupants of the said 
building. 

18. Penalty.— Any person committing a breach of any of these Bye-laws 
shall, on conviction by a magistrate, be punishable with fine which may ex- 
tend to one hundred rupees and. in the ease of a continuing contravention, with 
an additional fine which may extend to twenty rupees for every day during which 
such contravention continues after conviction for the first such contravention.

by the Central Government as required, by sub-section ( 1 ) of Section 284 of the 
said Act, namely 


Bye-Lairs 

\ 

1. All the births and deaths, which take place within the limits of the 
Cantonment of Jalapahar and are reported in compliance with these bye-laws 
shall be registered at the registration office of the Cantonment Board, Jalapahar. 

2. The Executive Officer shall maintain or cause to be maintained by such 
official as may be appointed by him for the purpose two separate registers for the 
registration of births and deaths, respectively, in suoh form as may from time to 
time be sanctioned by the Central Government and the pages of such register shall 
be numbered progressively from the beginning to the end, and every place of entry 
shall be also numbered progressively from the beginning to the end of the register 
and every entry shall be divided from the following entry by a line. 

3. The following particulars regarding every birth shall be reported and 
entered in the register of births 

(a) The date of the report. ; 

(b) The date of the birth ; 

(c) The name of the child ; 

(d) The sex of the child ; 

(e) The name of the father ; 

(/) The caste or religion of the father, 

(g) The place of residence of the father, 

(A) The occupation or profession of the father, 

(i) The name of the person making the report, and the name of the mid- 
wife, if any, who attended the mother at the time of delivery. 

Provided that in the case of an illegitimate child a note to that effect shall 
be made in the register and if the name of the father of such child is not known or 
is in dispute, tho name, caste or religion and place of residence of the mother shal 1 
bo entered instead of such particulars of the father. 

4. The following particulars regarding every death (which term shall'includp the 
birth of a still-born child) shall be reported and entered in the register of deaths : — 

(a) The date of the report ; 

(b) The date of tho death, 

(c) The name of the deceased, 

(d) The name of the father, or if the deceased is a married woman of the 

husband of the deceased ; 

(e) The sex of the deceased ; 

(/) The age of the deceased ; 

(g) The caste or religion of the deceased ; 

(A) The place of residence of the deceased ; 

(i) The occupation or profession of the deceased ; 

( j ) The cause of the death (Diseases, injury, old age, etc.) 

and 

(Jr) The name of the person making tbo report. 

6. Any person reporting a birth, or death, may, if he so desires, attest by his 
signature or thumb mark tho entry made in the register, 
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6. The head of the family or the manager for the timejbeiug of every house- 
hold in, which any birth or death occurs shall within 72 hours after the event, report 
the same to the Executive Officer, together with the particulars prescribed in bye- 
law 14 or 15, as the ease may be. 

7. E very Military or Civil Modieal Officer of Government and £every private 
medical praotitionor shall report to the Executive Offioer within 48 hours after 
the event, the occurrence of every birth or death within the Cantonment of which 
lie may become cognizant in the exorcise of his profession. 

8. The Officer-in charge of every dispensary, hospital, jail or other similar 
institution situated within Cantonment limits, shall report to the Executive Offioer„ 
within 48 hours after tho event, the occurrence of every birth or death within the- 
institution of which he is in charge. 

9. The head or manager or the person in charge of every olub, hotel, orpha- 
nage, hoarding house, mosque, dharamsala, temple, sarai, or any other such es- 
tablishment situated within Cantonment limits shall report to the Executive 
Officer within 48 hours after the event, tho occurrence of every birth or death in 
any of tho aforesaid places under hia control. 

10. If a body is found exposed or in suspicious circumstances within canton- 
ment limits, the officer-in-oharge of the poiico station within whose jurisdiction 
such body is found shall report tho fact to the Executive Officer within 48 hours 
of his becoming aware of it, and shall send a written statement of the circum- 
stances in which death would appear to have occurred, together with a certificate 
of the medical officer explanatory of the cause of death, 

11. On receipt of any such report as is mentioned in tho foregoing bye-laws 
the Executive Officer shall oither himself, or through any person authorised by 
him in this behalf, register free of charge the birth or death in the appropriate 
register maintained for the purpose. 

12. Any person may Inspect a register of births, or deaths on payment of 
a fee of Be. J /-. 

Ui. Any person applying for a certified copy of an entry in the birth or death - 
register shall be furnished with such copy, signed by the Executive Officer and' 
sealed with the seal of the Cantonment Board on payment .of such fee as may be 
prescribed by the Cantonment Board in this behalf. 

14. No person shall willfully destroy, alter or mutilate, or cause to he destroyed, 
altered or mutilated, any register of birt lis or deaths or shall willfully insert or "cause 
lo be inserted, in any .such register or certified copy thereof, any false entry In re- 
gard to any birth or death and no person entrusted with the maintenance of any 
such register shall, without reasonable cause, refuse or omit to enter in the appro- 
priate register any birth or death, reported to him. 

15. (1 ) Any clerical error which may, at any time, be discovered in any register 
of births or deaths may be corrected by the Executive Officer. 

(2) An error of fact or substance in any register of births or deaths may be cor- 
rected by the Executive Officer, by an entry in the margin, without any alteration 
of the original entry, upon production by the person requiring such correction of a 
declaration on oath or solemn affirmation setting forth the nature of the error 
and the true facts of the case, made before a Magistrate of the first class having 
jurisdiction in the Cantonment, by the person required to give information concern- 
ing the birth Or death with reference to which the error has been made or, in default 
of stick person, by two orodiblo persons having knowledge of the rase and Certified 
by such Magistrate to have boon made in his presenco. 

(ty Except as provided in Sub-bye-laws (1) and (2) no alteration shall be made 
i n any of tho register. 
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16. A monthly return of births and deaths registered in the Cantonment shall 
be supplied by the Executive Officer to < he Direotor of the Public Health before the 
7th of the month following that to which it relates. 

17. (1) Any person committing a contravention of any of bye-laws 0,7,8, 9 
and 14 shall, on conviction by a Magistrate, be punishable 'with a fine which may 
extend to thirty rupeos and in case of continuing contravention, with an additional 
fine which may extend to five rupees for ovory day during which such contraven- 
tion continues after conviction for the first such contravention. 

(2) A statement showing tho prosecutions under this bye-law shall be for- 
warded by the Executive Officer to the District Magistrate soon after the elose of 
every quarter.
